Sir. — We occasionally hear of rumors 
of tixceptional:doiugs jn •some of the 
. law courts .of thiscountry and if the 
, manner.' of administering justice be 
such as witnessed this morning by the 
subscriher in the Police Court, Bas- 
tion street, it is high time that tho 
public should understand it.

The complete and final report of Sand 
ford Fleming, as engineer-in-ohtof of tho 
Canb!&' Psgifio Railway, with documouta 
ih'refenj^e thereto, was isstied June 6th 
from tirai-Vg^vbrnnipi^ti, printing . office. 
Many of fiemaklerairealod upon are of 
a very important character. To Mr. 
Fleming's report six additional pages have 
been added. Tho synopsis of tho volume 
herein appended only relates ' to portions 
not in tho complete volume, which was re- 
viewed at tho time of its publication. Mr. 
Fleming intimates that cdhtraots re- 
iating to the road, and' let 'since the be- 
ginning of 1879, have special provisions 
for guarding tho public interests, em- 
powering the government under certain 
contingencies to take tho work out of 
contractors' hands, and likowiso to pre- 
vent expenditure over a specific sum. The 
principal portion of the^rewrt deals with 
tho quosfion'oflhe'Tacificllailway Tele- 
graph, and a submarine extension of tho 
system to Asia. Ho treats at longth on 
tho difficulties in telegraphing over Ameri- 
can territory which the government will 
oxporionco now that tho railroad in Brit- 
ish Columbia is being constructed, and 
constant communibation with 'that' Prov- 
ince will bo maintained.' Ho advocates 
tho immediate construction of a link be- 
tween Edmonton and Cache Creek— all 
that remains unconstructed in tho line 
between Winnipeg and British Columbia. 
Ho discusses tho best means of establish- 
ing telegraphic communication between 
Fort William and Ottawa.' Throe schemes 
are ouggostod: — (1) By cable and land 
lines from Indian Peninsula in Ontario, 
via Manitnulinlslanda, Sault Sto. Mario 
peninsula, and Lake Superior to Fort 
vVilliain; (2) a land lino along the north 
shore of Lake Superior to Lako Nipissing, 
and thoiico along tho Canada Central ex- 
tension to Ottawa; and (3) from Lako 
Nipi.ssing to tho Sault, and thence by 
jablo to Fort William. The whole work 
can either be constructed and worked by 
the govornmout or by a private company, 
if the latter is preferrodacompany cansoon 
bo formed. He recommends tho laying of 
I suljmarino electric cable from tho north 
partiif Vaiicouvor Island to the Aleutian 
Islands and thence to Japan fi<i tho Kur- 
ilo Islands and connect with tho mainland. 
Electricians will readily recognize the 
time-saving which several breaks across 
tho Pacific ocean would have in the trans- 
mission of messages as compared with a 
■jontinuous cablo froin Ireland to New- 
foundland. This venture, ho claims, 
would iiicioase tho commercial and politi- 
cal value and import.ance of the Canadian 
Pacif.c tolegraphi;- system, and would 
bring Great Britain, Canada and all tho 
colonics in unbrokon connection with 
each other. P.assing from Mr. Fleming's 
report there arc several matters of im- 
portance and interests contained in the 
appendix which form now features of 
the volume. Appendix No. 11 contains 
notes on examination of tho harbors 
and northern coast of British Columbia 
i>y Capt. Brundige. He examined Port 
Singleton where the winter ice would de- 
stroy any wharves which might bo con- 
structed and Port Flominx which is tlio 
only place ho could rocommond for a tor- 
minus^'nearer tho mouth of tho Skeona 
than Port Simpson, which latter harbor 
is one of tho best ho was over in. Sev- 
eral additions aro made to tho explanatory 
notes by surveyors relating to the North 
west Territories. Thoro aro three or four 
appendices treating on important subjects 
which wore not contained in the original 
volume, but which was submitted by man- 
uscript to Parliament and noticed at the 
time. Appendix No. 19 contains a re- 
port Ijy Clarke Blackw.all oh tho class of 
locomotive engines proposed to bo adopted 
on the Pacific railwaw; also a joint report 
by Blackwell and 0. T. Tandy recom- 
mending the use of one of uniform 
locoiriotivo— that of class "0" engine of 
tho Pennsylvania railway, with such modi- 
fications as to details .as thoy may deem 
expedient. Tho latest of theso re- 
ports being started in September 
last, there can be no excuses for 
their non-presentation to Parliament 
during tho session. Another appen- 
dix contains tho correspondence between 
Sir Chai'les Tupper and Mr. Fleming ro- 
ipecting tho total cost of constructing the 
t-'aciflc Railway based upon revised esti- 
mates, which information was verbally 
connnunicatcd to Parliament by Sir 
Charles during tho Pacific Railway de 
bate. The cost is estimated to range from 
nixty to eighty million dollars, to which 
amount should bo added a liberal percent- 
age to meet contingencies. Tho last ap- 
pendi.x contains corrcspondenco dated 
Juno, 1879, between Mr. Fleming and 
Mr. Gisborno, superintendent of the Gov- 
ernment telegraph system, respecting tho 
Pacific Ocean extension of the Pacific 
Railway telegraph system. Jlr. Gisborne 
suggests tho routo referred to in Mr. 
Fleming's reports, and adds that ono of 
the small islands north of Yozo could bo 
purchased from ths Japanese Government 
lud used as a landing-place, from which 
' WO cables could be laid, one leading to 
HuTif; Kong, in China, and the other to 
.Australia. Tho cost uf couiploting tho 
t'acilic telegraph .system and laying thoau 
cables is estimated at four millions of 
il 'llirs. Mr Gisborne saiiguinely refers 
10 the proposed undurtuking as being one 
whioLmust be a commercial success.

New York, Juno 14.— Thoateamboats 
Stonington and NarraganKe tt were in col- 
lision ^snigbtfOtt liodg IqlanicL'souad, 
near the Corineoticut''nven 'TThe Nar- 
ragansett took fire, and sunk. The 
Narragansett was on a regular trip 
from New York to Stonington, and 
the steamer Stonington was returning 
to Now York. . The collision occurred 
about vl.:i|fp i^^^'*^ Connecticut 
riVer.''' The Narra^nsetfc took 'fife and 
sunk in foiii'^fatiiotus of^iff'ater. 

Tho purser of Ihe"^ Narragausett 
stated that there were not more than 
300 passengers on tho boat and that 
tlio loss cannot e.xc.?ed 50. A deck 
hand of the Narragan.sett says Lo jump- 
ed overboard as soon as tho collision 
took place and eliiug to a spar.' He 
saw a boat" lowered from tho Narra- 
gansett overturned and tho occupants, 
ho thinks, were all drowned. In five' 
minutes after tho collision thore ware 
fivo feet of water in tho hold and in ten 
minutes tho steamer was burned to the 
water's edga An old lady struggling 
in the water was • found to have an 
eight mouths' old baby clasped in hor 
arms, her grandchild. The shrieks and 
cries of terror of men and women were 
terrible. A raft was made and passen- 
gers crowded upon it in great numbor.i. 
Ropes flung from the raft were oagorly 
clutched and frantic efforts mado to 
reach it, although the weight of the 
people sunk it six inches under the 
surface. It was finally taken in tow 
by a row boat. Two hours elapsed be- 
fore the last passenger was picked up. 
Most of tlio pa.ssenger3 wore trans- 
ferred to tho City of New York. 
Passengers say that tho officers and 
crew of the Nnrragansett behaved with 
groat coolness and nerve. On the ar 
rival of tho Stonington tho village 
was aroused and men and women hast- 
ened with clothing and assistance lor 
the twenty-tivo women on board in 
night clothes. One died before reach- 
ing here from the shock. H"er body is 
not yet identified. Ono man also died. 
Rev. E. B. Lockwood of the 68th 
street M. E. church of New York city. 
Tlift general agreement among survivors 
is that out of a passenger list of more 
than 300 a large number must have 
been lost, ns the water around the burn- 
ing steamer was alive with struggling 
people, clinging to the raft and every 
conceivable thing. Most of tho women 
brought here were in tlie water several 
hours. Ono lady had about $3000 in 
her valise which was lost. Two ladies 
on the steamer Stonington died after 
being, picked up. .. It is feared most of 
the passengers in tho berths below the 
main deck bad not time to save theniT 
selves. Tho bow of tho steamer Ston- 
ington was broken off. 

Lizzio Peaks, a passenger, says that 
everybody were out of their senses. I 
asked a man (a passenger) to save me. 
He pushed me away and said ho had 
enough to do to save himself. By that 
time the boat was sinking and the wat- 
er was up to my knees on tho main 
k. I knew I should bo burned if I 
stayed where I was. The water was 
gaining on me all the time. I wont to 
tho rail. Tho captain and some other 
men, everybody who could help wern 
getting the last lifeboat down. The 
captain said to tho men to hurry up. 
They seemed too much frightened to 
help. The captain lifted me up and 
put nie in before they lowered her, 
Another lady ran to get in. She clip- 
pod and broko her wrist, but she got 
Then tliey lowered the boat and 
as soon as she touched the water all the 
men, captain and all, jumped in. No 
other ladiee got in. A lady and her 
baby, not more than ciirht inonths old, 
were left behind on dock. She bogged 
of us to let hor in, but tho boat had 
doated away soveral feet from the 
Bteatnfr and we had no oars. She kept 
on beseeching us to save her. The last 
1 saw of her Hhc had her hands raised, 
crying for us to come. We had to go 
then, because the steauipr was beooni 
ing wrapped in flames. There was only 
a jitiie spot left which tho liro had not 
reached and sho was standing there 
orying. The gontlomen took thoir hati. 
and puddled to get away from the burn- 
ing Nurragansctt. lu about 15 min- 
utes another lifeboat not as full as ourti 
came up tind gavt; us two oai-.s. A lady, 
gi'Utloman and tlirt-o cliildren were 
then in the water near our lioat. Thoy 
lieggod to get in but wi- told thorn no, the 
boat would capsize. They bung on to 
the stern of our boat. 1 don't know 
wliai/ becamo of thein after that. We 
saw' two children — a boy about six 
years old and a girl a little youngf-r— ■ 
in tlie water. Tlu-y et'ouiwl to have no 
life preservers. 1 saw thcui sink a lit- 
tle distance oil'. We rowed up to the 
City of New York and she took us in. 
Wo found on the City of New York a 
good many rescued persona Some were 
injured. A lady who had been cling- 
ing to a rope on the Narragansett had 
lost all the flesh from the inside of her 
baud, which was opeu to tho bone. Al- 
most all were drenched and were shak- 
ing with chills. Tho passengers of the 
City of New York wrapped them in 
blankets and gave them whiskey. One 
gentleman said be had lost his wife aud 
oldest son. He had only his youngest 
son with him. A lady said sho had 
lost three children and was weeping 
hard. Another lady said she had lost 
two children. Everybody could havo 
been: saved if the captain' of the ' Ston- 
ington who Had run into us had sent 
out boats, or if he had sailed up him- 
self; but he didn't do anything. 

Leo Rouns of Norton, Mass., a pas- 
senger, on the Narrangansett, says: 
Two young men thinking any death 
preferable to being burned alive, and 
not knowing how to swim, went back 
to their cabins and shot each other. 
A survivor's story given to reporters of 
the Ev-ening Transcript, says that there 
were between 500 and 600 passengers 
on the Narragansett, berths and state- 
rooms beioff all ocotipied and tho oabia j 



floors covered with mattresses. 11 
thinks all tho [jassengers were asleci 
at the time and believes that not mort- 
than half were saved. ; Several dead 
bodies were taken on board the Stoti 
ington. Scarcely a surmor was clad 
in a compleile^suit'of '$}o'ipies;vme&'fftif@ 
women were wrapped in blankets or 
had a single article of apparel which 
their fellow passengers on the City of 
New York had loaned them. Many 
passengers loft the boat soon after its 
arrivaUand weht/'clad in blankets with 
no sbqesv.tind. . no hats, to buy some 
clothing. ,11 

Leonard, of Booth's Theatre, one o' 
the passengers, condemns strongly tin 
officers and crew of tho Narragansett. 
Tho captain was the first to spring for 
tbe^^lifa^b^at,. Xt^ia said that the 
officers^did not let* the passengers know 
tho true statd of affairs, and many wo- 
men were induced by them to return to 
thoir staterooms, thereby losing time 
and likoly their lives. A deck hand 
in a lifeboat beat the fingers of an old 
lady who yraa deliberately clinging to 
the side of the boat.'' fShe begged to be 
s.avcd, but was finally compelled to let 
go hor hold and was probably 'drowned. 

Mra E. Houle, of Boston, w s li«'ai J 
to say to her child Nellie: "If I jump, 
will you follow mo?" To which the 
child replied : "I will, mama." Both 
were saved. Charley Clare Berry was 
placed on a raft iby= bis- father and .sav- 
ed, but the father was drowned. Mrs. 
Frederick A. ". Stillson, of Atlanta, 
awakened by the noise, ran to hor 
brother-in-law's stateroom and called 
to him, when they went back into the 
saloon, where hor two little children 
were asleep. The smoke was so stifling 
that they could not go in and save 
them. A moment afterwards flames 
prevented all possibility of saving the 
children. Mrs. Stillson lost sight of 
her brother-in-law in tho struggle for 
life, but both were saved. One of the 
saddest erents connected with the hor 
riblo calamity is the case of Mrs. A. P. 
Dix, of Brooklyn, wife of a broker of 
the firm of Dix & Phyfe. Mrs, Dix 
was on tho Narragansett with her 
three children and nurse. All aro lost 
but Mra. Dix herself. They were 
helped into tho boat and the men 1 tried 
to lower the boat. Water poured in 
aud capsized it, and when^tho lifeboat 
rifvhted again some of the women v.-ere 
carried awny and the men abandoned 
the boat. Mrs. Dix, ber nurse, the 
baby, little boy and girl clung to the 
boat, buit it was turned over in some 
way three times, and Mrs. Dix saw her 
baby, her nurse, and her^little boy and 
girl washed away. So iJoori as the City 
of New York arrived word was sent to 
Mr, Dix, and he rushed to the pier and 
found his wife. Tho meeting of fath- 
er and mother who had lost their en- 
tire family brought tears to tho eyes of 
every one. 'Othw-'siirvivors who had 
not met with so great losses forgot their 
own misery for a moment in sympa- 
thizing with the unfortunate man and 
wife whose children were drowned. 

Stonington, Conn., June 12. — The 
steamer Stonington arrived at 6:30 
this morning with about fifty survivors 
from the Narragansett The bow of. 
the former was stove in nearly to tho 
water line. Sho ' struck the Narra- 
gansett at 11:30 on the starboard side, 
forward of tho wheelhouse. The shock 
burst tho gas tank and in fifteen 
minutes the Narragansett was on fire 
and soon sank. The steamers New- 
York aud^Trovidence camettp her as- 
sistance and all boats and life rafts of 
the four steamers were lowered and 
put in service, 

The courses of the colliding steamers 
lay together, but had tho Stonington 
sounded two successive whistles in- 
stead of one in reply to' the"- "signals of 
the Narragansett,, .th.el.iaccident would 
not in all probo.bility have, occurred. 
No bodies were recovered to-day, 

Capt. Scott has just been down and 
examined tho steamer. Ho thinks she 
can bp raised. Her Lulw.irks are in a 
comparatively good condition. 
found the body of a child about a year 
old, but nothing to identify it.

This. expenditure was nocosaavj"' in order 
to continue the present supply of water 
and to prevent tho entire destruction of 
the previously couatructed works at Bea- 
ver Lake.

that iiftor taking^ ;into ; considoi-ation the 
probable largai inbreawo of population, 
and to guardtaOgaihstt the necessity of 
being compelled to enlarge thejnain con- 
duit pipe for many years, 

I would suggest that it will bo necess- 
ary to adopt the principle of a high and 
low Borvico reservoir as I find tliat tho 
high service reservoir to bo I'llcctive 
muat^o couatractod nt an elevation above 
tho'levoroflfio'j^^gin Elk Lake, and 
in order to obtain tho delivery of the 
greatest quantity of water in the City and 
to efl'octively supply tho high levels I 
would suggest that tho II inch main be 
extended Iv nn Douglas street along Pan- 
dora street, say to tlie neighborhood of 
the Royal Hospital, as that would give 
an elevation of 135 feet above high wattsr 
mark sufficiently high to supply all the 
, tliickly populated parts of tho City. 

A reservoir built, at tho point suggested 
would have tho following advantages: 
Tho level of the water in the.,rc»errpir 
would bo 58 foot-- below-' the level 
of the water in Elk Lake, and 48 
feet will bo available for tho delivery 
of water from tho above source which 
will give a theoretical- deliveiy of 37,000 
galloriB"porho«r5 -running continually will 
■give a supply s'ufficiont for a population of 
30,000 inhabitants allowing 26 ' galloiis 
per head per day and by discharging 37,- 
000 gallons per hour 10 feet above the 
level of tho water in Reservoir and by 
causing it to pass through a hydraulic en- 
•gino it will develop sufficient power to 
raise 3,000 gallons per hour through a 
6 iiicli pipe into the high service reser- 
voir whioh may bo built on tho high rock 
at the top of Fort street, at an . elevation 
of 200 feet abuvt; high water mark, or 8 
foot above tiie level of the water in Elk 
Lako',-und that quantity would bo suffi- 
cient for a populHtiou__of 3,000 inhabit- 
ants. It ia intended that there will be 
no Connection between the" service pipea 
of high and low service reservoirs except 
in case of fire. As to sizo uf reservoirs 
required, I would augguat that tho low 
sorvico reservoir be built to hold 1,500,000 
'gallonSj' or, say, 1-10 feet square and 12 
'feet' deopi and the high service ona to 
hold bOjOOO gallons, or, say, SOfeet square 
'and 12 feec deop; and while soleoting the 
best plan for tho construction of said re- 
servoirs I may add that in all well regu- 
lated cities it ia an established principle 
that in building reservoirs to contain water 
for domestic uao they ahould' bo built so 
as to bo able to contain thegreatcat quan- 
-.tity of water, in tho smallest possible area 
and covored so as to exclude tho light, aa 
flight is very injurious to water stored in 
a reservoir and intended for domestic use; 
.and^to carry but that prii'iciple I pfoposo 
"to t'liild the reservoirs by blasting but 4 
feet of the ruek and using tho rock pro- 
vided by that means for building the bal- 
ance of the wall, which would be 8 feet 
high, and that will make the resorvoiv 12 
feet .deep, the roof .to bo supported by cast 
iron 'columns.' ThWcost of_^carrying out 
and completing the above scheme will not: 
exceed $00,000,' tiv-which' hfuat 'bo added 
§10,000 which will be required to com- 
plete tho filter beds; but should you see 
fit to adopt tho proposed scheme I am 
prepared to furnish you detailed plans and 
specifications for tho same. 

In conclusion I may add that I am 
aware that it ia generally accepted aa a 
ffact that there is a natural reservoir at tho 
>Kead of Fort street and that there ia no- 
thing to do but to turn the water into it; 
but I find that to attempt to carry the 
water to one common reservoir that would, 
partially supply tho high' levbla tho' differ- 
ence between tho level of tho water in 
reaervoir and. ovol of water in Elk Lake 
ia so small, being only 25 feet, tho dilier- 
onco in the quantity of water delivered in 
tho pity by coinparison would bo to one 
common reservoir at tho high level, but 
not suiliderUly._h}gh to,l>e 0^K^ix^^ all the 
6ui7<ft>i^s^,"'aiid'frbi'n' a'head' or25 feet tho 
main conduit pipe will deliver 23,000 gal- 
lons per hour, and by tho proposed scheme 
from a head of IS feet the main cnnduitj

buildings on the high levels, while tho r 
would also be a .saving in pipe as well a 
a more etlectivo prosauro on tho city main 
in caso of fire. 1 am aware that Gold 
atream has still aome advocates who 
believe that tho supply should have been 
jobtained from that source; but without 
stopping to discuas that point I may. aay 
that, from whatover-a.ource the s,s;^pply isj 
obtained, the' tn-opdBed soheiiiiS'is^ eqtiallyj 
required by all.
